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The Encouraging Prospect of Business
Muitters,

Turnk has been a great deal of croaking abont
business during the last few monthe, mnch
more, in our opinion, than the facts of the
oase warranted. In passing from the high
prices and immense expenditures of all kinds
incident to the late war, it was inevitable that
business should sustain more or less of a
shook; but we contend that the actual derange-
ment, the losses and failures, have beoan fess
than there was reason to anticipate. There
have been no general failures, there has been
no panic, no sudden and violent contrastion of
valuns, but a gradual and natural return from
the inflation of war towards the normal condi-
tion of trade in a time of peace.

Many persons say business is dull and timea
are hard, simply because they conbrast the
more quiet movements and the slower gains of
the present with the unnatural activity and
the inordinate profits of war times. The man
who made one hundred thousand dollars in
the year 1864 thinks times ars very dull now,
because he makes this year, perhaps, only
half that amount; when very probably in any
year before thegoar he would have been amply
content with snch a buginess as he is now
doing. The fact is, thers was so much specu-
lation during the war, fortunes were made so
rapidly and easily, and bunsiness of all kinds
was transacted on such an inflated scale, that
men have hardly yet regained their senses,
and find it extremely diffioult and irkiome to
yaturn to the old order of things. Their dis-
satisfaction finds vent in complaints abont the
condition of trade.

In no year before the war do we believe that
the people of this country were so generally
out of debt ns they are at the present time,
The profits of lmsiness during the war enabled
the most of the farmers to clear off their store
dobts and old mortgages, and as a class they
are to-day in & sound and solvent condition.
Moreover, during the war, the credit system
was very generally abandoned or greatly re-
stricted, and, fortunately, has not yet had
time to infliot a new crop of evils aupon the
conntry.

The great industries of the conntry are in a
comparatively prosperous condition. Manu-
facturers, of course, are not making such im-
mense profits as they did during the war,
when everything had an upward tendency,
and their stock often doubled or trebled in
value on their hands. There is, too, some
embarrassment growing out of the unwise
efforts of operatives, in some instances, to
secure an advance of wages in opposition to
the general downward tendency of everything
else. DBut these are ephemeral things. They
will soon right themselves. On the other
hand, we read almost daily of the building of
manufacturing establishments on a large scale
in various and widely separated parts of the
country.

Farming is being prosecuted more exten-
sively thau ever befora. The scareity of labor
during the war stimulated to & wonderful de-
groe the introduction and nse of labor-saving

implements, so that we estimnte the produc-
tive power of the farming population to be
much greater to-day than it ever was before
in this comntry, We shall be much sur-
prised if this fact does not reveal itself in the
orops of the present year. The present high
prices of wheat are exceptional, and due to a
very light crop last year, We find butter,
cheose, pork, and wool, however, much
oheaper than for several years past. Fair
crops this year, such as now seem probable,
Will bring the cost of the great staples of life
back pretty well towards the old standard.

The politioal outlook, too, is much brighter.
There can be no doubt that the business of the
country has suffered severely from the tremen-
dous political agitation which the President
forced the ctountry into by hie foolish and
almost insane warfare upon Congress, The

TaaT there I8 something singualarly sppro-
priate In the selection of this season of the year
for the opening of annual art exhibitions, seems
to be understood in a!l countries where the love
of the besducifol Is fostered and encounraged.
Latein April, or in the beglnning of May, the
aoademies nnd institutes devoled Lo the display
of painting and sculpture open wide thelr doors
to those anxlous to ses the latest works of Lthelr
favorite artlsis, or lo others Indulging In the
vagne expectancy of seelng co'lections that will
enst the memory of former ones 1nto a shadowy
lnsignlfonnoe,

If there were any of the latter category among
the elite of onr ¢ty who atwnded the privale
view at the Academy of the I'lne Arts on Satur-
day night, thelr ideas wero surely realized, for
we have never béfore seen s0 many fine works,
and g0 few of an Inferior character, in any pre-
ceding exhibition., A specinl reason for this
result is to be found lu the fact that most of the
Philadelphia artists have withdrawn thelr sup-
port from the Academy, In order to advance
the interests of the Artlsts’ Fand BSoclety,
whose avowed object 18 to encourage and nssist
in every manner the progress of the palnters
living In our midit—an object for which the
Acadamy was arlginully fonnded, but, aceords
ing to the opinlon of those gqualified o judges,
this lsndable motive has been altogether neg-
lected and lost from view by the Inst-named
lnstitation,

In eonsequence of the fecling engondoted by
this state of aftairs, the “Fund Soclety” have
now on exuibition at thelr galleries o aollacs
tion of works palnted by the members of the
soclety; and although the display 1s notk large,
yolit as the merilL of showlng the greal pro-
Eress art is making in our midst, notwith-
standing an array of most disconraging alrenm-
slances. The Directors of the Academy, Knows-
